Lexington High School has been the national champion of this competition for four consecutive years since the 
beginning of NOSB in 1998. 

Competitions consist of round-robin and double-elimination matches. Participants must use buzzers to answer 
rapid-fire questions. To get to the national competition, the team must win the Massachusetts regional competition, 
which is held at the World Trade Center in Boston. The locations of national competitions vary each year; past 
locations include Baltimore and Miami. 

The NOSB Team members are a Select group who are dedicated to continuing Lexington’s legacy in this competition. 
Team members study oceanography textbooks outside of school and attend two hour practice sessions every 
week. The NOSB head coach is Douglas Grant and the assistant coach is Michael Vela.

Cover artworkwas created by Kuong Ly. Endsheetswere designed by 
Jiaying Zhu and created using four-color processing. “Lasting Impressions” 
consists of 296 9”x12” pages printed on 100lb. Bordeaux glossy paper. Pages 1: 
63 were printed in full color. All other pages were printed with black ink. 

Burlington Studios of Burlington, MA took all senior and underclass 
portraits, in addition to sports team and activities group shots. Junior varsity and 
freshman sports photographs were taken by yearbook staff members, D.J. and 
Theresa Modoono, and LHS students. Osco Drug in Waltham, MA was used for 
developing and printing.
